Claims 1-9 are allowed over the prior art of record.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Miyashita et al (5,558,015) teach a hot press, comprising a tubular ring, a first and second 
mold bolster, or carrier unit, each carrying a molding chamber made of a thin and flexible and 
filled with a fluid medium for heating and transferring an uniform pressure onto a substrate of 
the molding material, and a driving unit for moving the mold bolster. 

However, Miyashita fails to disclose a housing having a flange extending in a first 
direction from a periphery of the opening, and a second flange from the mold carrying unit 
extending in a second direction opposite to the first flange to form surface contact between the 
first flange and the second flange. So that during the molding process, the second flange is 
separated from the first flange, and the mold is uniformly pressed by the fluid pressing unit.
